—Appropriate the Money and
Spend it Intelligently.

Mr. M. L. Shipman, commissioner
of Labor and Printing, North Caro-
lina, addressed the Goed Roads Con-

gress recently held in Asheville, in
the following clear »nl pointed sug-
gestions, which we print in fall as
belpful in the great campaign of edu-
cation along this line as a basis of
our continued progress and develop-
ment :
